L (Presently Amended) A collaborative computer telephony system, comprising: 
a communication network; 

a plurality of integrated computer telephony devices connected to the network and identified by unique IP 
addresses, at least cwo of said integrated computer telephony devices supporting collaboration application 
programs and voice communication sessions; 

an indicator on at least one of said integrated computer telephony devices, said indicator having_an active 
state associated with the presence of at least one common collaboration application program between said at least 
two integrated computer telephony devices, said indicator farther having an inactive state associated with at [east a 
lack of at least one common collaboration application prog^ram between said at least two integrated computer 
telephony devices: and 




a collaborate control program associated with each of said at least two integrated computer telephony 
devices for detecting commonly supported ones of said collaboration application programs when said at least two 
integrated computer telephony devices are engaged in a voice communication session, said collaborate control 
program enabled for and in r e sponse activating said indicator to said active state, in response to said detecting, 
thus indicating availabi litv to initiate a collaborative work-share environment upon launching said at least one 
common collabomtion application program, said collaborate control program further enabled to launch at least one 
common collaboration application program upon receiving a notification: and 

a phone proxy for determin ing addresses of said at least two integrated computer telephony devices and 
notifv^ing said collaborate control program of said addresses . 
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2. (Original) The system of claim 1 , further comprising a user input device on said at least one of said 
integrated computer telephony devices for launching said commonly supported ones of said collaboration 
application programs in the event said indicator is activated, 

3 . (Original) The system of claim 1 , whetetn said network is a local area network. 

4. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein said network is the Internet. 

5. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein said collaboration application programs include video 
conferencing applications, fax applications, document sharing applications, and shared whiteboard applications. 

6. (Original) The system of claim 1 , wherein said integrated computer telephony devices each further comprise 
a telephone and a computer. 

7. (Original) The system of claim 6, wherein said computer and telephone are each connected directly to the 
network. 

5. (Original) The system of claim 6, wherein said computer is connected to said telephone which in turn is • 
connected directly to the network. 

9- (Original) The system of claim 6, wherein said telephone is connected to said computer which in turn is 
connected directly to the network. 

10. (Original) The system of claim 6> wherein said indicator further comprises a light on said telephone and said 
user input device is a button on said telephone, 

1 1. (Original) The system of claim 6, wherein said indicator and user input device further comprise a graphical 
user interfece on said computer. 

12- (Presently Amended) In a collaborative computer telephony system including a communication network, a 
plurality of telephones and associated computers connected to the network and identified by respective IP addresses, 
at least two of said computers supporting collaboration application programs, and an indicator on at least one of said 
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telephones associated with one of said two comnuter.^. a method for controlling said indicator comprising the steps 
of: 

establishitia a voice co mmunication session between the at least one of said telephones and at least one 
other telephone associated with the other of said two computers: 

exchanging IP addresses of said at least two computers over said network in response to establishing said 
voice communication ses sion, said IP addresses initially received from a phone nroxv for determining the 
addresses of said at least two computers a nd notitving a collaborate control program of said IP addresses : 

issuing a request from a first one of said computers to a second one of said computers for a list of said 
collaboration application programs supported by said second one of said computers; 

comparing said list with a further list of supported ones of said collaboration application programs within 
said first computer; and 

activating said indicator to an active state at said first telephone in the event of at least one commonly 
supported ones of said collaboration application in said first and second ones of said computers^^said ' ■ 
indicator havin£ said acti ve state associated with the presence of at least one common collaboration 
application orograni b etween said at least two computers, said indicator further having an inactive state 
associated with at least a lack of at lea st one common collaboration application program between said at 
least two computers^ su ch that activating indicator to said active state indicates availability to injtiate a 
collaborative work-share environment u pon launching said at least one common collaboration application 
program: and 

launching at least one common colla boration application program upon receiving a notificatinTi . 

13. (Presently Amended) Computer telephony apparatus for use in a collaborative computer telephony system 
comprising a network and a plurality of tenninals, said apparatus comprising: 

telephone means for establishing a voice communication session between the computer teleohonv app aratus 

and another commiter tel ephone apparatus: 
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indicator means for indicating that a collaborative session is set up with another computer telephony 
apparatus , said indicator means having an active state associated with the presence of at least one common 
collaboration application program between the computer telephony apparatus and said another computer 
telephone apparatus, said indicator means further having an inactive state associated with at least a lack of 
at least one common collaboration application program between the computer telephony apparatus and said 
another computer teleijhone apparatus : aftd 

collaborative control means for detecting the presence of collaborative control means in said another 
computer telephony apparatus when the computer telephony apparatus and another computer telephone 
apparatus are engaged in said voice communication session, said collaborate control means enabled for 
fef activating said indicator means to said active state in response to said detecting, thus indicating 
availability to it^itiate a collaborative work-share environment upon launching said at least one common 
collaboration application projiram> said collaborate control means further enabled to launch at least one 
common col laboration application program upon receiving a notification ; and 

phone proxy means f or determming the addresses of the computer telephony apparatus and said another 
computer telephone apparatus and notifying said collaborate control means of said addresses . 

14. (Presently Amended) An article of manufacture comprising: 

a computer usable medium having computer readable program code embodied therein for controlling a 
computer to: , 

receive a request for a collaborative session with at least one second compute r, said request issued in 
association wit h establishment of a voice communication session between a telephony device associated 
with said c omputer and at least a second telephoriy device associated with said at least one second 
computer ; 

receive the addresses of the computer and said at least one second con^puter from a phone proxy for 
determining the addresses of the computer and said at least one second compute ^ 
issue a request to said at least one second computer over a network for a list of collaborative programs 
supported by said at least second computer; 

compare said list with a list of supported collaboration programs within said computer, ^ 
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issue an activation signal to activate an indicator to an active state in the event that at least one collaborative 
program is commonly supported by said computer and said at least one second compute r, said indicator 
having said active state associated with the presence of at least one common cpj laboration application 
program between the computer and said at least one second computer, said indicator further having an 
inactive state associated with at least a lack of at least one common CQllaboration application program 
between the computer and said at least one second computer, such that activating said indicator to said 
active state indicates availability to initiate a collaborative work-share environment upon launching said at 
least one common collaboration application progmm. and 

launch at least one common collaboration application program upon receiving a notificatLcHL 

15. (Cancelled) 

16. (Presently Amended) A collaborative computer telephony system, comprising: 

a communication network; 

a plurality of integrated computer telephony devices connected to the network, at least two of said 
integrated computer telephony devices supporting collaboration application programs for implementing 
collaborate application communicatioti sessions therebetween, said at least two of said integrated computer 
telephony devices further supporting voice communication sessions ; 

a user input device on at least one of said integrated computer telephony devices; aftd 

a collaborate control program associated with each of said at least two integrated computer telephony 
devices for detecting commonly supported ones of said collaboration application programs tvhen said at 
least two integrated computer telephony devices are engaged in a voice communication session and 
initiating sai d collaborate application cotnmunicatjon session in response to user activation of said user 
input device while maintaining said voice communication session such that users associated with said at 
least two integrated computer telephony devices may communicate via voice while engaged in said 
collaborate application communication session: and 
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a phone proxy for determining the addresses of said at least two integrated computer telephony devices and 
notifying said collaborate contro] t)rogram of said addresses . 

1 7. (Presently Amended) The system of claim 1 6, further comprising an indicator on said at least one of said 
integrated cotnpucer telephony devices for indicating detection of said commonly supported ones of said 
collaboration application programs, said indicator having an active state associated with the presence of at least one 
common collaboration application program between said at least two integrated computer telephony devices, said 
indicator further having an inactive state associated with at least a lack of at least one common collaboration 
a pplication program between said at least two integrated computer telephony devices . 

18. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 16, wherein said network is a local area network. 

19. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 16, wherein said network is the internet. 

20. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 16, wherein said collaboration application programs include video 
conferencing applications, fax application, document sharing applications, and shared whiteboard applications. 

21 . (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1 7? wherein said integrated computer telephony devices each further ? 
comprise a telephone and a computer. 

22. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 21, wherein said computer and telephone are each connected directly 
to the network. 

23. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 2 1 , wherein said computer is connected to ^aid telephone which in 
turn is connected directly to the network. 

24. (Previously Presented) A system of claim 21, wherein said telephone is connected to said computer which in turn 
is connected directly to the network. 

25. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 21 , wherein.said- indicator further comprises a light on said 
telephone and said user input device is a button on said telephone. 
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26. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 21, wherein said indicator and user input device further comprise 3 
graphical user interface on said computer. 

27. (Presently Amended) In a collaborative computer telephony system including a communication network, a 
plurality of telephones and associated computers connected to the network and identified by respective IP addresses, • 
at least two of said computers supporting collaboration application programs, and a user input device on at least one 
of said telephones^ a method comprising tht steps of 

establishing a voice connection between the at least one of said telephones and at least one other telephone 

of said plurality of telephones; 

detecting user activation of said user input device; 

receiving IP addresses of a first one of said at least two computers associated with the at least one telephone 
and a second one of at least two computers associated with said at least one other telephone, wherein 
determining said IP addresses is based on said associations: 
exchanging IP addresses of said at least two computers over said network^; 

issuing a request fiom said e first one of said computers to said a second one of said computers for a list of 
said collaboration application programs supported by said second one of said computers; 
comparing said list with a further list of supported ones of said collaboration application programs within 
. said first computer; and 
initiating a collaborate application communication session between said first and second ones of said 
computers in the event of at least one commonly supported collaboration application in said first and 
second ones of said computers. 

28. (Presently Ameaded) Computer telephony apparatus for use in a collaborative computer telephony system 
having a communication network, said apparatus comprising: 

a user input for initiating a collaborative session with another computer telephony apparatus when the 
computer telephony appa ratus and said another comnuter telephony apparatus are engaged in a voice 
communication session while maintaining said voice communication session such that users associated 
wjth the computer telephony device an d said another computer telephony apparatus may communicate via 
voice while engaged in said collaborative communication session : aad 

collaborative control means for detecting the presence of collaborative controlled means in said another 
computer telephony apparatus in response to user activation of said user input^jLjid 
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a Phoae proxy for determining the addresses of tl^e computer telephony app a ratus and said another 
computer t elephony apparatus and notifying said collaborate control program of said addresses . 

29. (Presently Amended) An article of manufacture comprising: 

a computer usable medium having computer readable program code embodied therein for controlling a computer to: 
receive a request for a collaborative session with at least one second computer when said computer and said 
at least one s econd computer are enga&ed in a voice communication session : 

detennine addresses of the compute r and said at least one second computer and iftauing a notification of 
said addresses: 

issue a request to said at least one second computer over a network for a list of collaborative programs 
supported by said at least one second computer; 

compare said list with a list of supported collaboration programs withia said computer; and 
initiate said collaborative session in the event that at least one collaborative program is commonly 
supported by said computer and said at least on© second computer while maintaining said voice 
communication session suc h that users associated said computer and said at least one second computer mav 
communic ate via voice while engaged in said collaborative session .

31. (New) The system of claim 1, wherein said indicator is enabled for actuation upon staid activating said 
itld j catoy, and said collaborate control program is enabl e d to detect actuation of said indicator and. In response to 
$a i d 4Ctuation, launch at least one of said com m only supported ones of said collaboration application programs to 
initiate said active work-share environment . 

32. (New) The System of claim 31 . wherein said c ollaborate control program is further enabled to nrovide a 
list of said commonly supported ones of said collabor a tion application programs and launch at least one of said 
comrnonly supported ones of said collaboration ap p lication Programs in response receiving input indicative that said 
at least one of sajd commonly supnorted ones of said c ollaboration application programs has been chosen from said 
list. 
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
